CYCLE OF PRAYER. 
Clustered together on the westerly hump of Africa are 
those West African countries which Christianity reached 
in the 15th century. With the great missionary enter- 
prise of the 1800's a strong sense of Church life took 
root in these regions before much of the West African 
hinterland came under Muslim control in the second half 
of the 19th century. Since the 1950's more and more of 
the Churches of West Africa have developed indigenous 
leadership, and possess a strong witness in their minor- 
ity situation. Today we pray for the National Christian 
Councils of this portion of Africa and all the other 
initiatives made by the Christians to build bridges of 
understanding. The nations of this sector include: 
Cape Verde, The Gambia, Guinea Bissau, Guinea, Liberia, 
Senegal and Sierra Leone. 


Within our own diocese we remember today the Parish of 
the Holy Nativity located in the most south-easterly 
sector of the city. It ministers to the districts of 
Willow Park, Lake Bonavista, Lake Bonaventure, Parklands 
and Fish Creek. Their newly inducted Rector is The Rev. 
Charles Greene, and we pray for his ministry there and 
all the people of that parish.

CYCLE OF PRAYER, Today we pray for Ethiopia, Sudan, 
Somalia and Djibouti. Sthiopia's 26 million people 
have been ruled since 1974 by a Military Council which 
took power from the former Emperor. There have been 
sweeping changes in this nation, including the struggle 
with Eritria which continues to make claims for itg 

own independence. The Ethiopian Orthodox Church Claims 
10 million adherents; about the same number are Sufi 
Muslims. Among the Christian groups there is a size- 
able Roman Catholic Church and a group of Protestant 
Churches numbering about 600,000. An urgent question 
is whether or not the Ethiopian authorities are going 
to allow the many hundreds of missionaries currently 
at work in that country to be able to stay, and for 
Subsidies from overseas churches to be accepted. In 
the Sudan where Christianity has a long history, the 
nation has an Islamic constitution that allows for 
religious liberty. The Sudan Christian Council links 
together all the Christian Churches and has played a 
key role in efforts towards national reconstruction 
since the peace settlement of 1972. To the east, 
Somalia and Djibouti are totally Islamic nations. We 
pray today for peace and harmony between the Christians 
and their neighbours in these regions.

CYCLE PRAYER. 


Continuing in our new routine to pray for all areas of 
the world, our attention this week is drawn to North 
Africa and the Sahel. From the days of Simon of Cyrene 
a Church was established in North Africa. It became 
the origin of such major Christian figures as Cyprian 
and Augustine of Hippo. Long before Islam came with 
its new order, the nomadic invaders overran the Early 
Church, and the Christian history was interrupted. 
Since the 19th century both Protestant Churches and 
the Roman Catholic Church have existed on the rim of 
North Africa facing Zurope. These Christian bodies 
have existed side by side with their Muslim neighbours, 
and today work together in many local situations. 
During the severe drought in the Sahel, affecting 
Senegel, Mali and Upper Volta, Christians and Muslims 
worked together in close liaison to improve the condi- 
tions of their people. We pray for the witness of the 
Church in South Africa and for its courageous and 
Christian co-operation with their Muslim neighbours. 


In our own diocese today we remember the people of the 
Mother Church, the Cathedral Church of the Redeemer. 
Particularly we pray for their newly-appointed Dean 
and Rector, John Blyth, who takes up his post in late 
January.

PRAYER CYCLE. With the beginning of a new year in the

ties. 


Israel, Egypt, Jordan, Lebanon and Syria are remembered 
in our prayers this first week. Nowhere in the world 
are the divisions of Christianity more manifest than in 
the Middle Sast. In all of these areas the Church 
dates back to the time of the Apostles, then the early 
Church Fathers, and subsequently presented by all the 
ancient churches who to this date continue to have a 
presence in these countries. With all the peoples of 
this region, Christians share in the troubles and 
sufferings caused by wars, social and political unrest. 
The Churches’ tasks are manifold, but high among their 
priorities is the work for peace and reconciliation and 
mutual uncerstanding. 


For the Church in this Diocese we remember today the 
Bishop of Calgary, Morse Lamb Goodman; also the Parish 
of Brooks and Bassano, their people and their Rector, 
Charles Mortimer.

CYCLE OF PRAYER. Numbering some 300 million adherents 
in the world, the Orthodox and Ancient Churches of the 
Bast form a very significant part of the whole of 
Christendom (five times the number of Anglicans).

Today, when we are celebrating the coming of the Holy 
Spirit, seems a good time to comment on this movement 
which has occurred in the life of the Church in recent 
years, enveloping people from all denominations and in 
all continents. It takes its name from 'charismata', 
which, according to the Oxford Dictionary of the Christ- 
ian Church, means "the blessings, spiritual and tempor- 
al, bestowed on every Christian for the due fulfillment 
of his vocation. In a narrower sense the word is used 
especially for the supernatural graces which individual 
Christians need to perform the specific tasks incumbent 
on them in promoting the spiritual advancement of their 
fellows. In I Corinthians 12: 8-11 they are enumerated 


faith, the gift of healings, workings of miracles, 


as comprising the word of wisdom, the word of knowledce, 


prophecy, discernings of spirits, tongues, and the in~. |. 


terpretation of tongues, to which are added in verse 28 
the charismata given to apostles, prophets, teachers and 
those entrusted with the government of the Church". 


The strength of the current modern charismatic movement 
is that it has once again in the life of the Church: 
focussed on the significance and the greatness of the 
gifts which God gives for the equipping of Christians 
to follow Jesus Christ. The potential difficulty of 
the movement is that it claims for itself to havea 
special power and significance that is not known’ as 
accorded to other baptized persons. It is the challenge 
of the Church to keep in mind and emphasis the import- 
ance of the ‘charisma’ that is our right to claim, but 
never to treat it in any manner of indifference or in-

CYCLE OF PRAYER. The various national and regional 
Anglican Churches of the world are all autonomous yet 
linke together in a number of ways.

Each of the four Gospel accounts of the Resurrection is 
unique. But the one common strain found in each is that those who 
went to the tomb all had the profound experience of not being able 
to believe what they saw. Their reactions are vividly described 
in the Gospel records, and the reader cannot avoid the fact that 
the empty tomb brought dismay to the first visitors. 


Maybe it was simply the human reaction to surprise and 
disappointment. The body of Jesus was not where it was supposed 
to be; it was gone, and they didn't know where it was. In part, 
their dismay may have been feelings of being cheated of the priv- 
ilege of preparing his body for proper burial in a place which 
they could then revisit and venerate. It is also possible they 
were upset because they had nagging thoughts that Jesus had said 
something about his death that they had not listened to very 
carefully, or had not wanted to hear, or simply did not believe 
it when he said it to them earlier. For whatever reasons, the 
band of followers are clearly depicted to be in great disarray 
over the disappearance of Jesus' body; and their understanding, 
faith and direction is not clear or strong in their moment of need. 


There is no easy Easter, for to believe in Jesus Christ, 
the Risen Lord, we lay down all our plans, schemes and efforts to 
climb out of the darkness created by our selfishness and isolation. 
The bright light of Easter comes with our readiness to embrace by 
faith the full power of God unleashed in His raising Jesus from 
the dead to be our living Lord. Easter is a blinding experience - 
it shatters all the forms of sin and darkness, estrangement and 
evil as the victorious Christ rises from the dead to bring the 
evidence and promise of resurrection to all who believe in Him. 


This Easter again provides us with fresh opportunity to 
seize again the living hope and reality of Jesus Christ, risen 
from the dead, to be our Master and Friend throughout life and 
death. May all our celebrations of His Resurrection bring re- 
newed faith and joy to our lives.

Even for seasoned Anglicans, who 
have year by year been exposed to the themes and teach- 
ings of Advent, we have to confess that the urgency of 
pre-Christmas concerns become our main preoccupation. 
Why is this so? How is it that we cannot let the 
Advent messages sound loud and clear in our spiritual 
stirrings as well as in our conscious decisions about 
how we spend the December days? One obvious answer is 
that we cannot remain immune to the overwhelming acti- 
vity of what the society around us is generating And 
(we rationalize) as long as it has some reference to 
Christmas, it cannot be all bad! So, sadly and to our 
loss, we note another Advent go by, and we wonder how 
much time to reflect and rejoice in God's message has 
been allotted to the preparation of our celebrations. 
Advent, or Coming, is provided for us as a preparatory 
Season of the Church in which to be rehearsed and re- 
minded of how faithful God is in fulfillment of His 
promises; the ancient promises of the Old Testament 
foretelling the Messiah, the later promises contained 
in Jesus’ teachings in the Gospel, and the continuing 
promises of His return and His Kingdom. then God 
breaks in on our history, in the Birth of Jesus Christ, 
the arrival of God's Son is such a stupendous act of 
his generous love that we can scarcely comprehend the 
proportions of the Gift and of the Giver. So we are 
left to react with wonder, awe and praise as we prepare 
to celebrate His Coming as Saviour and Redeemer of the 
human race, of this world and of all time. When you 
start to peel back the layers of the real depth and 
truth of Advent and Christmas, isn't it a shame we 
spend so much of the time thinking and worrying about 
lesser things?

AN ADVENT PROCESSION WITH CAROLS 


In the old Liturgies of the Church the Advent 
Offices made a very vivid preparation for the 
coming of Our Lord to earth.

to sing the great Advent hym, "O come,

In..accordance with much’ contemporary thinking about organ 
design, the new instrument is based on classical principles. 
There are two notable features which should be mentioned in 
this regard. First, the key action is mechanical, or 
"tracker", as it is sometimes described. With this action 
the player has direct control of the attack and release of 
each note. As a result, subtleties of articulation are 
made possible, which is not the case with electro-pneumatic 
instruments , such as we previously had at Christ Church. ` 


Secondly, each division of the organ is contained in its .own 
case, which helps both to project the sound into thé church, 
and to blend the speech of the various stops. 


Nevertheless, in spite of these classical features, care 
has been taken to ensure that more contemporary needs are 
provided. for, and also that the hymns, settings and 
anthems: of the Anglican service can be accompanied 
satisfactorily.

COMPARTMENTALIZATION. At first there was some doubt 
whether there is such a word, but the dictionary assures 
us that it can be used. It may be a very powerful con- 
cept already at work in our lives without being fully 
aware of its consequences. -It simply means that in 
order for many busy people to cope with life the. only 
way is to break it up into small sections and deal with 
them one at a time. The. danger and the difficulty of 
such an approach is that we lose some consistency and __ 
maybe some integrity in our actions. A yet bigger dif- 
ficulty for the Christian is that we will Tall into the 
trap of thinking of God, or being aware of God, only at. 
certain times and..in certain ways. On the tennis Court, 
at the movie, at the school meeting, in the interview, 
at the supermarket, on the bus, at the dinner table, or 
wherever our life takes us, we must affirm two truths - 
that wherever we go God is already there, and all that 
we do matters to Him. The Christian faith proclaims 
that Jesus Christ gives us the pattern for wholeness 
and health. We struggle to bring to all the separate 
pieces of our lives some integration and wholesomeness. 
One way in which we may all be helped is to offer our- 
selves at the beginning and the ending of each day to 
His service; to seek to have the speech, the attitude 
and the will to bring peace, understanding and truth 
into our conversation and actions. Whenever we act or 
feel that what we are doing is not important to God or 
is not part of our "religious". life, we have denied the 


claim of God to be the Lord of all life. It may be that 


in our limited humanity.we can only deal with life in | 

little pieces at a time, but how much better it is te... 
believe and know that in everything God is present and 

calling us to be open to His Spirit and His truth.

CHURCH NEWS ITEMS FROM OTHER CONTINENTS. 

Here is an excerpt from the Christmas issue of the 
Anglican Church's newspaper of South Africa: "In ‘the 
early hours of the ‘morning on the day when: the verdict 
was to be delivered at the inquest of Steve Biko, two 
Johannesburg Anglican clergy were detained. They are a 
priest, Fr. Geoffrey Moselane, rector of: the parish of 
Senoane in Soweto; and a deacon, Stephen Montjane on the 
staff of the Cathedral. He was to have been ordained to 
the priesthood at the Advent ordinations. Bishop Timothy 
Bavin has accused the Government of attacking the Church. 
This has been refuted by the Minister of. Justice. a 
Christmas is a time.when we should be: writing in these 
columns of love and joy and peace, -but how can we speak 
about peace when many of our brethren are placed beyond 
the law in isolation, without recourse to lawyers or the 
support of friends, in intimidation and fear? Pray for 
them and for those responsible for their well-being." 


Bishop Harris of the Church in Argentina writes: 
"Recently there have been plans published for the devel- 
opment of colonization of the chaco where the Indians 
live, and it is envisaged that the land will be handed 
over to new colonizing groups, including South Africans 
and Rhodesians. We are gravely concerned that this will 
mean that our Indian brethren will be dispossessed of 
the land that is theirs by right, as they inhabited 
these lands even before the Conquest of South America 
in the 15th century. We feel bound therefore to stand 
by our friends at this time."

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CLE ER. We are called upon today to remember in prayer those 
Christian Churches throughout the world with whom the Anglican Church 
of Canada is in full communion. The following is not a complete list 
of those Churches, but indicates the diversity of Christian families 
with whom we have entered into formal recognition: The Mar Thoma Syrian 
Church of India, The Old Catholics of Europe, The Spanish Reformed 
Episcopal Church, The Church of Sweden, The Church of Finland and The 
Polish National Catholic Church of America. Within our own diocese we 
remember the Parish of St. Leonard on-the-Hill in Red Deer; we pray for 
their congregation and for their Rector, Archdeacon Terry Dunn. 


ASCENSION. As the Church celebrates that event recorded in the Gospels, 
when Jesus ascended in the presence of His followers, it is an observ- 
ance which has both great mystery and great meaning. The obvious impli- 
cation was that Christ had finished His earthly ministry. The faithful 
had witnessed His Crucifixion and Resurrection and had had Him in their 
presence in His post-resurrection appearances.

The 
Ascension has been called by some Christian writers The Feast of Christ 
The King, for it celebrates the reign of Christ with the Father as 
Ruler of the universe. It is these proclamations and assertions of the 
Gospel that we celebrate in this short but exciting season of 
Ascensiontide.

God is actively building His Church in His world today. This a truth which is 
not always observed. Often our plans for the Church give priority to our own 
thinking and to what appears to us to be ways of attracting and interesting people. 
It is inspiring and encouraging to realize that on all continents and under the most 
unlikely conditions Christ continues to call people to follow Him and they find 
their way into the Christian Fellowship. We know it is happening in Russia, we 
hear reports of Christians meeting in homes in China, we find 21,000 people be- 
coming Christians every day in Africa. 

The Need for Church Growth 

Oni of the dalida facing churches in Canada is to bring people to a saving 
knowledge of God in Christ and into the active fellowship of the Church. A care- 
fully carried out survey showed that half of the Canadian population is 27 years of 
age or younger and that only 20 per cent of this group have any meaningful rela- 
tionship with any Christian Church. The making of new Christians is one of the 
greatest needs of the Churches in Canada. 

Asia-South Pacific 

The meat important factor in people coming to a personal faith in Christ is 
often the Bible. Ten years ago the 938 delegates to the Asia-South Pacific Congress 
on Evangelism were asked what most influenced them to become a Christian. 48.8 
per cent of those Asian Christian workers concerned about evangelism said that 
the Bible was either the first or the second most important influence in their be- 
coming Christian. 


Philippines William T. Roberson, Southern Baptist missionary press representa- 
tive in the Philippines said, “A recent survey by the Baptist Mission revealed that 
51 per cent of Baptist church members attributed their conversion experiences to 
the reading of the Bible.”

THE PRICE OF FREEDOM 


In the story of human struggles for rights and freedom 
it is most apparent that all such victories come at some consid- 
erable price. In this century our global history records two 
large-scale wars and several other struggles which were waged at 
great cost to preserve certain liberties and freedom. 


Whether the pursuit of self-esteem and dignity be a cor- 
porate or individual longing, we know it can only come through 
sacrifice and cost. Whereas the cost for nations is usually 
through the lives of her citizens who are prepared to die for 
such a cause, the claiming of such rewards for the individual 
comes in quite a different way, but still involving sacrifice 
and cost. 


This is precisely where Easter proclaims the breakthrough 
for the individual believer. It states and offers to you and me 
a new condition - that we are no longer under the threat and 
domination of man's two worst enemies - sin and death. And why? 
Because Jesus Christ, God's only Son, has offered Himself in 
death to be a full, perfect and sufficient sacrifice for all of 
mankind's sins. By this costly act, sin no longer can claim to 
have absolute rule over any human heart. Through the Cross all 
of our wrongs are absorbed and forgiven through one immense act 
of forgiving love. Our self-worth and dignity are won by the Lord 
of Love who pays the price for us all. 


Yet this does not leave us in some passive uninvolved role 
with only the response of gratitude. On the contrary, it opens up 
for the believer all the richness and potential of human develop- 
ment to live that ‘life in Christ' which experiences the true 
‘freedom' of following His will and not our own. It provides the 
opportunity of living in the framework of His love so that we are 
channels of His power for the blessing of others and the satis- 
faction of being fully alive - as St. Paul says, 'to be dead to 
sin and alive to God'. The Easter message is twofold: it 
announces God's mighty power to raise Jesus Christ from the dead 
and it asserts that death and sin can never separate any one of 
us from His Love and power as we believe and trust in Him. 


May your Eastertide be bright with strong faith and re- 
assurance as we celebrate together Our Lord's Resurrection.

The Service tonight has a twofold purpose: 

(a) to give thanks to God for the Gift given 


` to the Church on the first Maundy Thursday, 


the gift of the Eucharist made at the Last 
Supper; and (b) to prepare our hearts and 
minds for the observance of the most solemn 
day of the Christian Year, Good Friday. 


The first part of the Service, the Eucharist 
itself, is characterized by an atomosphere of 
joyful thanksgiving; we have attempted to 
emphasize this by the use of the traditional 
vestments in white, by dressing the altar in 
white, =the colour of joy and thanksgiving. 
The Introit and Gradual, Offertory and 
Communion Sententes, with their joyful out- 
bursts of Alleluia, the Gospel sung in the 
midst of the congregation, the use of Servers 
carrying candles in procession, the Communion 
Motet - all of these are symbols of the 
Church's deep sense of joyful thanksgiving as 
we recall liturgically the gift of this great 
Sacrament of love. 


But we also remember that this gift was given 
in the shadow of Good Friday, in the shadow 
of the Cross; and so the Maundy Thursday 
liturgy ends on a very different note. After 
the Eucharist is over, the altar and sanctuary 
are solemnly stripped of all their ornaments, 
the lights are dimmed; all of this to prepare 
us for Good Friday, the day on which our Lord 
was stripped of his clothing, stripped of his 
human dignity, stripped of all outward signs 
of his divinity; the day on which "there was 
darkness over all the land". ‘The Service ends 
with the eloquent testimony of a darkened 

and barren sanctuary speaking to us of the 
events we shall be commemorating in the 
Church tomorrow.

THE PRIMATE'S WORLD RELIEF AND DEVELOPMENT FUND, since its inception 
in the early 1960s, has gained a place of high regard in the minds of 
both the contributors and the recipients. Brought into being under 
Archbishop H. H. Clark when he was Primate, it was originally intended 
to be a way for the Anglican Church of Canada to respond to disasters 
and crises in the world with quick financial aid where the need arose. 
Several years ago the fund was broadened in its purpose to include not 
only medical and housing and such like assistance, but also to provide 
money and other forms of aid for the rehabilitation of land and people 
following the state of disaster that they had lived through. So the 
relief and development dual sides of the fund continue to be one of 
the most effective ways the Anglican Church of Canada has to give 
evidence of our ongoing concern for the needs of peoples all over the 
world. Naturally most of this money is dispensed to third world areas, 
but it also has been utilized in our own country, based on need and 
appropriateness. 


On the Fourth Sunday of Lent each year the Primate requests that some 
attention be given to this fund so that the people of our Church are 
kept aware of what the money has done in the past and what it contin- 
ues to do with our ongoing support. The back cover of this leaflet 
mentions several of the projects that have been made possible through 
the fund recently, and similar work will continue to be carried out in 
the days to come. 


In conjunction with the Relief and Development Funds of the Lutheran, 
Presbyterian, United and Roman Catholic Churches, the Primate's Fund 
participates in a joint program this Lent under the banner "LET US 
HELP THE HUNGRY FEED THEMSELVES". It highlights the fact that the 
production of food in the world is one of the great needs of mankind, 
and that through technical aid and financial support much can be done 
to give people in many places a better level of nutrition and quality 
of life - all because of our generous support of the Primate's Fund. 


Additional information and offering envelopes are being sent in the 
mail this week to every home in the parish. It is hoped that either 
now or at some time, every one of us will respond to this appeal. 


Let us Help the Hungry 
Feed Themselves 


“Man cannot live by bread alone,” said Jesus “but on every word that God 
speaks.” (Matthew 4:4) God’s people do need bread, but they need more 
than bread. Gifts to Church World Relief and Development help provide 
more than bread to the hungry of this world, who now total over one half of 
the human family. 

Our Church responds immediately to emergency and disaster 
situations. Countless numbers of persons benefitted from our gifts last year. 

But the Church's ministry goes well beyond simple relief. 

Our Church was among many which responded to the call for 
rehabilitation in the Sahel countries of Africa after the six year drought.

In Niger, dams and dykes are being built by local people to control the 
Niger River and behind them thousands of acres of river-bottom land are 
being brought into year round production. Research into the best strains of 
crops and livestock for the area are under way. 

Crop rotation and the proper use of fertilizers are being taught. Niger, 
many believe, has the potential of becoming the bread basket for much of 
West Central Africa. 

The earthquakes that struck Guatemala and Turkey were among the 
most devastating disasters in history. Within hours the churches were 
responding to emergency needs of the more than three million people 
affected. 

But the mammoth reconstruction job goes on and again we are 
assisting programs for agricultural production, community development, 
cooperatives, nutrition and health care. These programs are bringing new 
meaning and hope to the lives of thousands. 

In many parts of the world our Church is taking the initiative assisting in 
building agricultural skills, providing appropriate equipment, and making 
available people with the know-how of food production. This focus on 
people helps to make the world a more loving and compassionate 
community. 

Yes, the people of the world hunger for bread; but they also hunger to 
feed themselves. 

Our Church is providing its gifts to sustain ministries that offer love and 
dignity and justice. Let us help the hungry feed themselves.

EASTER PUTS LIFE TOGETHER 


One of the characteristics of our present generation is 
the emergence of many groups and movements which have found some 
insight or discipline that offers to people a sense of being more 
fully alive. Through forms of meditation, exercise, contemplation, 
group dynamics or other practices, there are many ways by which 
people are invited to explore some new dimension of living to 
bring about a better sense of being. These are not to be treated 
in a derogatory way for they can indeed be helpful. Often though, 
in our current pursuit of peace and happiness, we would rather not 
face one supreme fact - that the human race is in a state of pain- 
ful separation from God (sin) until that agonizing condition is 
overcome by Christ's death and resurrection. 


The sheer weight of human evidence is that all of us 
(like our prototype Adam) disobey God regularly through our self- 
centredness and thereby create a spiritual death-trap. Left to 
our own devices we do not have (and never have had) the capacity 
to know a fully restored relationship with God to bring us peace 
and joy. Then Jesus Christ enters the dilemma and offers Himself 
to be the ‘once and for all' sacrifice on the Cross as atonement 
for man's sin and to reconcile us to God. This is what turned His 
absolutely ghastly death into our Good Friday. We have now been 
saved from our separation and lostness and are fully restored to 
God. 


But that isn't all! God goes even further in offering the 
evidence that this restored life has no bounds - certainly not the 
limitation of death. In the Easter fact we rejoice to see the power 
of God to raise His Son to life and power and to live for evermore. 


But that still isn't all! This dramatic demonstration of 
power and love is to be the gift of eternal life for all who put 
their faith and trust in Christ. From now on to be fully alive 
means to ‘live in Christ', for here is the evidence that all of 
man's separation is overcome, all his aspirations for peace and 
joy are available in Him, and the universal hope for eternal life 
is demonstrated in His resurrection. 


May this Eastertide bring reassurance and confidence to 
our lives as we celebrate Our Lord's Resurrection.

At 11.00 o'clock today the Passion of Our Lord accord~ 
ing to Saint Luke, with music attributed to Johann 
Sebastian Bach, provides context for our Passion Sunday 
worship. This manner of presenting the Passion story 
is an ancient church tradition, and the kind we know 
best emerges out of the rich Lutheran heritage of the 
Reformation. 


The narrative role is assigned to a tenor voice ~ the 
Evangelist - who provides the story account of what 
happens to Jesus from the conspiracy of Judas and the 
chief priests right through all the events to the last 
words uttered by our Lord as He dies on the Cross. the 
typical Germanic chorale occurs frequently to offer re- 
flective comment on the meaning of the text as related 
by the narrator. These beautiful choral passages, in- 
cluding the moving Passion Chorale, "O Sacred Head", 
place the choir voices in the role of adding depth and 
significance to the story as it unfolds. 


Similarly, the solo voice arias provide a commentary on 
the inspiration that Jesus, by his suffering and resig- 
nation, provides for those who truly see Him offering 
his life in love. 

The short character roles provide some drama as the 
central persons in the trial and crucifixion are denoted. 
In those turbulent passages depicting the crowd, the 
choir voices are called upon to represent the masses 
participating in the mock trial before Pilate. 


This combination of sacred text and inspired music is 
offered by the choir in the desire to enrich our appre- 
elation Oe Pane ron tide.

Let the Hungry 
Feed Themselves 


With the number of seriously under-fed people in the world rising 
towards the 500 million mark, our campaign slogan may seem callous. 


Although scarcity and inflated prices have nibbled at the edges of 
our high living standards and economic prospects, they have bitten 
much more deeply into the bread-line economics of the poor nations. 


Therefore, to say “Let the Hungry Feed Themselves” is not to leave the ` 


poor to their own inadequate devices but to call for moderation in what 
we ourselves take out of the world, and generosity in what we put back 
into it. We must release to the poor the means by which they can 
overcome their own poverty. 


Lest it be said that the problem is too vast to be affected by the little 


which individuals can save or afford to give, one should remember that 
the many thousands of dollars raised each year for international relief 
and development work consists almost entirely of small donations 
between $1. and $5. 


Even more significantly, it is now admitted by such development 
experts as the World Bank that the multiplicity of small, local 
development projects financed by Christian agencies benefit the poorest 
of the world more quickly and more directly than any other form of aid. 


Our Church’s program supports projects in dry-land farming, 
irrigation, the upgrading of livestock, the extension of agricultural 
training, loans for farm improvement, and education in nutrition. And, for 
urban dwellers who have no land on which to grow food, training in 
wage-earning skills and self-help programs in which they discover for 
themselves that community problems can be solved only by communal 
action. 


Our Canadian food shelves are stacked with produce from many 
lands even as our farmers and fishermen sell their produce overseas. 
What is important is that this exchange be encouraged in ways that the 
primary producer has a fair and just return. Millions of people hunger 
and thirst after justice. 


Yes, “Let the Hungry Feed Themselves” and the illustration shows a 
few of the things which would enable them to do so: implements, seeds, 
fertilizer, water pumps, technical skills. There are not merely symbols on 
a poster, but the means of development; and they all cost money which 
the hungry don’t have. 


Jesus said, “I was hungry and you gave me food .. . inasmuch as you 
did it to one of the least of these my brethren, you did it to me.” (Matthew 
25)

The words of the Cantata - "Rejoice in the Lamb" - are taken from a long 


poem of the same name. The writer was Christopher Smart, an eighteenth 
century poet, deeply religious, but of a Strange and unbalanced mind. 


"Rejoice in the Lanb" was written while Smart was in an asylum, and is 
chaotic in form but contains many flashes of genius. 


It is a few of the finest passages that Benjamin Britten has chosen to set 
to music. The main theme of ‘the poem, and that of the Cantata, is the 
worship‘ of God, by all created beings and things, each in its own way. 


The Cantata is made up of ‘ten short sections. ‘The first sets the theme. 
The second gives a few examples of one person after another being summoned 
from the pages of the Old Testament to join with some creature in praising 
and rejoicing in God. The third is a quiet and ecstatic Hallelujah. In 
the fourth section Smart takes his beloved cat as-an example of nature 
praising, God-by being simply what the Creator intended it to be. ‘The same 


-thought is carried on in the fifth section with the illustration of the 


mouse. The sixth section speaks of the flowers - "the poetry.,of Christ”. 
In the seventh section Smart refers to his troubles and suffering, but 

even these are an occasion for praising God, for it is through Christ that 
he will find his deliverance. The eighth section gives four letters from 
an alphabet, leading to a‘full chorus in-section. nine which speaks of musi- 
cal instruments and music's ‘praise of-God. ‘the final section repeats the
